IX A MODERN democracy, a party system is necessary. 
The people must have a channel through which they 
tcan make their political opinions effective. It is interest- 
ing to remember that our forefathers, who planned our present 
form of government, not only did not provide for political 
parties but disapproved of them.

The theory of the party system is that ach party 
advocates 'different ideas and chooses candidate.* endorsing 
those ideas to run for office. Then the citizens vote for the 
party that most nearly reflects their own views. The party 
elected is upposed to be responsible for the carrying out of 
the principles it advocates through the candidates elected upon 
that platfon .A party is supposed to be judged by the kind of 
platforms it puts forth and by the worthy performance of its 
candidates if elected, but this is not always the way it works 
out in this country. The people may elect a Democratic presi- 
dent and yet the majority of the Congress may well he Repub- 
lican. Then two branches of the government are check-mating 
each other, and neither party can be wholly successful in 
carrying out the pledges of the platform under which its rep- 
resentatives were put into power. Then, too, national party 
platforms are adopted only in the years in which the 
president i selected, although the Hous eof Representatives 
and part of the Senate change every two years. The members 
of the Congress elected in non-presidential election years may 
not feel bound to the platform adopted two years previously, 
due to changes that have taken place in the meantime. This 
makes it difficult for the party in power to carry out its 
adopted platform. Another difficulty in fixing responsibility 
upon parties arises from the fact that the? same party organiza- 
tion functions for local as well as for state and nationl affairs. 
Local issues are not the same as state or national issues, yet 
candidates for national office are often selected because of 
their views on such local issues. For all of these reasons the 
problem of party responsibility remains unsolved.

It was made by Sterling Elliott 
in the factory building now occupied 
by the Baehrach photography com- 
pany on Hunt st., near the Water* 
town-Newton line. A quadrlcyele was 
a four-wheel vehicle with solid rubber 
tires, weighing about 150 pounds. Im- 
agine pushing such a "pleasure” ve- 
hicle over tlie rough, gravel roads 
then In the White Mountains, with 
their "thank you mums.” and over 
grades such as Franconia Notch.

this column, we do not condone gam- 
bling, when gambling results harmfully 
to those who engage in It. or to their j 
dependents. Certainly there is too 


much gambling today. The only gam- 
bling the writer does Is to piny a few 
games of ”45’’ once a week or less 
often, nnd taking n "sweepstakes" lot- 
tery ticket three times each year. We 
never bought “nigger-pool" lottery tic- 
kets, nor have we eVer entered the 
confines of Suffolk Downs, the Revere 
dog race track, or any other pari- 
mutuel plant where the suckers uro 
separated from their money. And when 
wo hear of prominent citizens obtain- 
ing dividends of $75,000 and more 
each year from their holdings In tho 
legalized pari-mutuel race tracks, 
when we see photographs of tho 
"cream of society" and their sons and 
daughters, sitting In the club area 
reserved for the “high toned folks" 
at a certain gambling resort; and 
when we know that many residents 
of Newton who feign resentment at 
the small fry who make a small in- 
come selling lottery ticketB, them- 
selves gamble habitually either at 
cards or on the horses, we become 
cynical over this manifestation of 
hypocrisy in our social fabric.

Story of The First Ascent of 

Mount Washington by Automobile 



Willie standing in the yard of H. A. 
Fames on Centre st., Tuesday morn- 
ing, a horse attached to one of Rich- 
ardson's market teams, was startled 
by boys shooting a toy gun near him. 
Jumping to get away from tlie noise, 
he run against one of Mr. Eamcs' 
wagons, demolishing a wheel.

Forty years ago last Thursday, Aug- 
ust 31. 1899. also falling on a Thurs- 
day— Freelan O. Stanley of New- 
ton. Mass., with his wife, Mrs. Flora 
Tileston Stanley, drove to the top of 
Mount Washington in tho first motor 
vehicle ever to make the ascent. Tlie 
actual running time for tlie climb of 
about 4600 feet in eight miles of dirt 
road wus two hours and ten minutes, 
about half the ordinary time for 
horses. 

The car was the so-called "Locomo- 
bile,’’ a steam car, tlie invention of 
Mr. Stanley and his twin brother Fran- 
cis E. Stanley. It was forerunner of 
Hie Stanley Steamer, famous a few 
years later for spectacular speed rec- 
ords on Ormond Beach, Fin. 

At the timo of this ascent the wri- 
ter was editor of “Among tlie Clouds," 
a daily paper then printed on Mount 
Washington and founded by his father, 
the late Henry M. Burt of Springfield, 
Muss., and so was present to welcome 
Mr. and Mrs. Stanley, who were his 
friends and neighbors, and to take, ho 
believes, the only photograph of the 
event. 

The Summit had been advised by 
telephone the evening before (Wed- 
nesday. tlie 30th) that Mr. and Mrs. 
Stanley had arrived at Darby Field 
Cottage in Pinkham Notch (then the 
only hotel near by) and would at- 
tempt the mountain in tlie morning. 
Then the wire failed and in tho morn- 
ing we were without nny knowledge of 
their plans. Had we Lad television wo 
might have seen the queer little car, 
built somewhat like ail open buggy, 
passing the tollhouse uml starting 
chug-chugging up tho carriage road, 
driven by Stanley, till, middle-aged, 1 
Bandy-bearded, with bis wifo beside . 
him, a few spectaiois looking on in 
wonder. 

At the Summit an anxious group 
kept constant watch. Tlie hotel staff 
and the printing olfic• , personnel were 
joined by trampers Irorn Gorham, N. 
H., who had come over the range 
from Madison Hut. Word came at 
length tliut the cur had passed tho 
Half Way House. Tie arrival of tho 
railwuy train brough about fifty pas- 
sengers, making a gillery of perhaps 
a hundred to fill evtry vantage point 
on tho platform by the Summit House 
and even tho woodshed roof. Only u 
few minutes later tie auto shot into 
view us it rounded the curve at tho 
edge of tho Great Gulf, then spinning 
ulong tlie last stret:h it reached its 
goal in the parking space by the sta- 
bles at 11:35 a. m. 

Little difficulty had been exjerl- 
cnced in tho climb, Mr. Stanley said, 
except that ho bud hud to slop twice 
to replenish the wider In the boiler. 
Roth Mr. and Mrs. Stanley expressed 
themselves delighted with the- ride, as 
well us with tho journey of 197 miles 
from Nowton to the foot of tho moun- 
tain at the present site of the Glen 
House, In which the car had uver- 
aged 14. 1 miles per hour, a remarka- 
ble figure considering the primitive 
roads of the pepriod. 

Thoy had traveled in leisurely fash- 
ion. driving only u few hours a day 
and spending nights in Newbury port,

Portsmouth, Ossipee and Nortli Con- 
way, the longest day’s run being 54 
miles. Pioneers In long distance tour- 
ing, they adopted something like a 
horse-and-buggy schedule. taking 
plenty of time for rest and sight- 
seeing and using five days in a trip 
now easily taken between breakfast 
and lunch. 

"From Rochester. N. H., to North 
Conway,” Mr. Stanley told the editor 
of Among the Clouds, "the road was 
about as difficult for a motor vehicle 
as could be imagined. So deep was 
the sand in places that it took the 
full power of tho machine to drive It 
on a level. The grades, fortunately, 
were a little gravelly, having a better 
road surface. . . . 

"We found the ascent more difficult 
than we anticipated," said Mr. Stan- 
ley, "although we had no trouble In 
climbing the steepest grades. The 
day was perfect, being practically 
cloudless, with no wind. . . . 

"As the carriage is constructed for 
road use we found it neqessary in 
climbing the mountain, where the av- 
erage grade for eight miles is approx- 
imately 12 per cent, to jack up the rear 
wheels and run the engine for a few 
minutes In order to supply sufficient 
water to the boiler. In other respects 
the journey up the mountain was as 
free from any interesting incident ns 
tlie suine distance traveled on level." 

Mr. Stanley added that in the entire 
trip "not the slightest difficulty in the 
way of breakage or loose nuts or any- 
thing to mar the pleasure of the jour- 
ney happened. We can both say with- 
out reserve that if the roads from 
Rochester to North Conway were ns 
good as the rest of the journey, this 
would soon be the popular way of 
visiting the mountains." 

Less than two gallons of gasoline 
were used in the climb. Mr. Stanley 
stated, adding that "for a gentleman 
and Ills wife to ride up Mount Wash- 
ington by such a vehicle will cost 
less than 25 cents for power." 

From the woman's standpoint Mrs. 
Stanley spoke enthusiastically of tho 
fitness of such machines for the use 
of her sex. 

"A lady can very easily learn to 
steer It." said Mrs. Stanley; "It is 
steered by a handle bar very much 
as you steer a bicycle. She needs to 
become somewhat familiar with the 
mechanism, but it is not at all com- 
plicated. and she can readily acquire 
the necessary skill to manage the ma- 
chine. She must know enough about 
its workings to instruct the stable 
boys whom she would have to hire to 
take care of It and clean it at tho 
stopping places on the journey. Even 
without this knowledge she could, 
if the machine wore in perfect order, 
take a ride of fifteen or twenty miles 
just as well as a man." 

Perhaps it was not just because 
Stanley has shown the way, but in 
the next five years the hill-climbing 
powers of autos increased incredibly. 
In July, 10114, in the first "Climb to 
tin* Clouds," on the same Mount 
Washington rd., five American cars 
smashed record after record in quick 
succession, only to lose to Francis E. 
Stanley in the newly devised Stanley 
Steamer ill 28 min. lit 2 5 see., while 

be wi i done only by a foreign car, 

tho 60-h.p. Mercedes, driven by Harry 
Harkness ill 24 min. 37 3-5 sec. Again, 
in 1905, In the second "Climb to the 
Cloud." tho Stanley defeated all 
American rivals in 27 min. 17 2-5 sec., 
;|ie Napier scoring 20 min. 58 2-5 sec. 

Today the record stands ut 12 min. 
17-0 sec. The average cur now climbs 
Mount Washington easily in 30 or 
40 minutes. Much improved In width 
and surfuce. the road lias been climbed 
by as many us 5000 cars in a year.

I Them Is an old aphorism that In , 
whom the Gods would destroy, they 
first make mad And there is an- 
other old aphorism which says that 
he who lives by the sword, will perish 
by the sword. We wonder if Adolf 
Hitler. Hermann Goerlng, Ooebhels 
and the rest of the power-drunk 
despots who rule the German people 
ever heard of these truths? Because, 
eventually they will realize them. 
They have plunged a nation of wonder- 
ful people into horrible, mass slaugh- 
ter. and It is our belief, that eventu- 
ally these blood thirsty leaders will 
share tin* fate to which they have 
condemned not. only many millions of 
Europeans, but also millions of their 
own race. 

W<- look to see Germany speedily 
overcome Poland. Whether, or not. 
Russia will aid in the decimation and 
i enquiring of Poland. Ims not. as yet 
been shown. Germany’s new and 
strange ally will probably do so. Also. 
Germany's new and strange ally may, 
eventually turn against the Nazis and 
assist in their eugulfment. Russia 
failed the "allies" in the World War. 
It is not unlikely that site will turn 
against Hitler in this war. There 
is no love lost between Hitler and his 
Nazis, and Stalin and li is Soviets. 
The Nazis turned to Russia in desper- 
ation, and the Soviets have for the 
present allied themselves with their 
erstwhile enemies because it is ex- 
pedient for them to do so. But if 
and when events take a turn that will 
make it expedient for Russia to treat 
the Nazis as the enemies they really 
are. Instead of tho quasi-friends they 
now pretend to be. the Soviets will 
have no qualm of conscience in so ilo- 
ing 

There is nothing sentimental in the 
pact between Hitler and Stalin. There 
Js no love lost between them and their 
followers. The Teutons despise the 
heterogeneous masses composing the 
Soviet Republics and the intellectu- 
als of the "Reds" entertain no dilltt- 
sions regarding the Nazis. 

Last winter residents of Newton 
who attended t he Community Forum 
listened to Earl Browder, leader of the 
Communists of this country. A week 
ago, Mr. Browder gave an interview 
to New York newspapermen in which 
he revealed his views on the pact be- 
tween Hitler and Stalin. He stated 
that he did not think Russia would 
invade Poland, aud that Russia would 
also give Poland a non-aggression pact 
similar to that it gave Germany If the 
Poles had asked for it. He even said 
that it is his belief that if Germany 
invaded Poland, Russia would aid the 
attacked country, should such aid be 
asked. Mr. Browder, however, stated, 
aud we believe In* told the truth, thut 
all he knew of the acts of the Soviet 
government is what he read in the 
newspapers. 

The next few days will tell whether 
or not Russia will Join with Germany 
in the rape of Poland. It will take 
more than days, probably more than 
mouths aud possibly more than years 
before this present fever of a dis- 
eased civilization will lx* alleviated. 
And if the scourge lasts foi long, the 
wily, realistic Stalin believes, and 
more than likely is correct, that Itis 
pact with Hitler will result in mass 
conversions of Germans, French and 
even English to Communism and its 
international aims. 

We listened this morning to radio 
broadcasts telling of the statement 
issued by Hitler to the German peo- 
ple. To ns it seemed fatalistic and 
pessimistic It seemed to indicate that 
Hitler realizes the uncertainty of con- 
tinued support from Italy and Russia. 
Here is a man who we believe was sin- 
cere. but terribly foolish. There was 
reason for his zealous, fanatically pa- 
triotic urge to lift Germany front the 
sorry state to which her loss of 
tlie World War Itad reduced her. The 
French extremists who sought to re- 
duce Germany to permanent helpless- 
ness after the war, and their allies, 
the greedy react ionary element in Eng- 
land. who scut tied Woodrow Wilson’s 
idealistic efforts, can ho blamed large- 
ly for the present sorry condition of 
things. They not only incited the 
younger generation of Germans to a 
resentment which made them ready 
converts to Hitler's philosophy, but 
they then permitted the Nazis to forge 
ahead In preparations for a Blitz 
Krieg calculated (with the aid of 
Italy) to speedily overwhelm England 
and France. 

Hitler, during the past few years 
had won tremendous victories with- 
out resorting to war. His successes 
caused him and his clique to depart 
from reason What the future por- 
tends. om- would bo presumptuous to 
prophecy In the meantime, millions 
of young men will be killed and wound- 
ed. and tin- horrible spectacles of 
women, children and tin* aged being 
bombed in ■ rios will he witnessed, 
despite Hut humanitarian appeal of 
President R> osevelt. Eventually an 
outraged ami nauseated humanity will 
turn and end it all. 

In connei Mon with the State tax on

How 
docs Hi net conform with the Con 
Htitutioi. of the United States, which 


forbids taxi's on interstate commerce? 
One thing is certain. The added taxes 
on spirituous liquors will Increase the 
illicit manufacture and sale or alcohol 
In tltis State. And there has been 
plenty of such Illicit traffic in boot- 
leg alcohol during the years since 
the prohibition law was repealed. 

The voluminous report given to the 
Board of Aldermen at its meeting on 
Aug. 21. relative to the changes in 
Newton's building code, contained 196 
typewrit ea pages. It was prepared by 
a committee of citizens who have been 
working on tills subject for the past 
couple of years. One important part 
of the report Is that relating to apart- 
ment houses. No provision is made 
in the sections referring to apartment 
houses about compelling apartment 
houses to provide gnrage or parking 
spaces for automobiles. This very im- 
pi rtunt apartment house problem was 
siiiously discussed by the Aldermen 
in years ago. It will have to he met. 
If the building code is not the proper 
avenue to deal with this problem, the 
zoning ordinance should he amended 
without delay as the means to con- 
trol the growing nuisance of the use 
of streets us garages by persons re- 
siding in apartment buildings. 

Sampson Guilty on 
Larceny Charge 

Raymond Sampson of 991 Water- 
town -i \\ . -• i Newton, was found 
guilty by Judge Murray in th** New- 
ton court Inst Friday on two charges 
of larceny. He was given a sentence 
of 6 mouths in Billerica prison, and 
the sentence was then suspended on 
condition that Sampson make ivsiitu- 
tlon of $14n to Anthony Lombardi of 
Capitol st.. Newton, and $30 to Ca- 
therine Mel vet* of Newton Highlands. 
The testimony showed that Sampson 
took a car owned by the Mclver wom- 
an to sell it. and also obtained a de- 
posit from her to buy a later model 
car. lie then obtained $140 from 
Lombardi, who is in the automobile 
business, for the purpose of paying 
off the balance owed on the Mclver 
car to a finance company, when he 
told Lombardi he had a customer for 
the car. Instead of paying the money 
to the finance company. Sampson 
converted it to his own use. Sampson 
infoimed the judge that he owns a 
third interest in a house, and the 
judge gave him until September 23 
to obtain money with which to pay 
Lombardi and Miss Mclver.

The Newton taxpayers after months 
of study have presented to the Hoard 
of Aldermen a recommendation to 
adopt an ordinance requiring a Cen- 
tral Purchasing Department. Over 
t \ to hundred cities of the United 
Slates have adopted this method of 
purchasing materials and supplies 
with great success and substantial 
economy.

We helped "kill" the proposed two- 
platoon system for the Fire Depart- 
ment which would have increased the 
City Budget $44,110.00 per year. 

We opposed the taking by the city 
of land adjacent to the Stearns School

This has result- 
ed in our submitting to City Hall n 
plan for a simple cost system that 
will save the Street Department

Ask Permit For 
“Dutch Village” 
On Turnpike 

The latest attempt to convert the 
Worcester turnpike from a residen- 
tial (o a business thoroughfare in New- 
ton came before the Claims and Rules 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen 
on Wednesday night when a public 
hearing was held on a petition to 
change the zone of that part of the 
pike between Hammond Parkway and 
Florence st., Newton Center, from 
residence to business. Edward P. 
Maloney, appearing as attorney for the 
petitioners, informed the committee 
Unit it is proposed to erect a "Dutch 
Village" on the property. The "Dutch 
Village" would include a restaurant, 
apartments for village residents of 
lengthy stay, and rooms tor transient 
villagers. Although there huve been 
many residences built along the piko 
in Newton the past few years, Malo- 
ney argued that the site is not suit- 
able for residences, and tile proposed 
development would beautify the vi- 
cinity and would cost $150,000. He 
showed u plan depicting a group of 
buildings of Dutch design, including 
a windmill. The plot involved in- 
cludes about S acres. 

A representative of the Thompson- 
ville Improvement Association, which 
a few weeks ago objected to a filling 
station permit being granted in a 
business zone at that section, favored 
the petition. A couple of abuttors and 
others also favored the petition. 

Henry S. Cummings, president of 
the Oak Hill Improvement Association, 
objected to the granting of the peti- 
tion. He read the following letter: 

"The Oak Hill District Improve 
meat Association is strongly opposed 
to tlie petition of Agostino Onofrlo and 
others for the change of zoning of a 
large tract of land located between 
Florence st, and Hammond Pond Park- 
way on tin* southerly side of the Wor- 
cester Turnpike from private residence 
to a business zone. 

"We are opposed to this petition 
for the following several reasons: 

"1. it would not add in any way 
to the attractiveness of the Hammond 
Pond Parkway. 

“2. It would encourage the exten- 
sion of business interests along the 
turnpike, slowing up into-city traffic 
and increasing the hazard. 

"3. It would be unfortunate to en 
courage this type of development ia 
any part of Newton— most particular- 
ly on land bordering on our parks and 
ponds. 

"4. It would serve primarily tran- 
sient out-of-state tourists who would 
contribute nothing in a material way 
to tlie community or city. 

"5. It would be most unwelcome 
to the residents of that immediate 
neighborhood whose property would 
he adversely affected by the succeia 
of this petition. 

"We. therefore, urge you to unani- 
mously deny this petition." 

Cummings also presented it letter

Neighbors Complain of Night 
Work At Mill In Newtonville 


Many Nearby Residents Attend 
Hearing at City Hall; Claim 
Noise Prevents Sleep

A large number of persons resid- 
ing in tlie vicinity of the Security Mills 
at Newtonville, appeared before the 
Claims & Rules Committee of tlie Al- 
dermen at City Hull on Wednesday 
night to complain about the opera- 
tion of tlie knitting industry of an 
nil night shift, of work at tin* plant 
on Sundays, and of other alleged nuis- 
ances there. A petition signed by 
about 50 residents of the section had 
been presented to the Aldermen ask- 
ing that the operation of the mill dur- 
ing late night, and enriy morning 
hours be stopped. 

O. L. Paquette of 95 Norwood ave., 
led the light for tlie petitioners. He 
said that the owners of the mill had • 
agreed sometime ago not to operate 
the plant after 11 o’clock nights, or) 
on Sundays, and had not kept this 
agreement. He said the noise com- 
ing from the mill causes persons re- j 
siding in the nelghorhood to cease 
attempting to sleep, and pulls one out 
of bed at 5 in the morning. He stated 
that live ceilings in his home had col- 
lapsed because of vibrations from ma- 
chinery in the mill. Mr. Paquette, 
who said he also represented the 
"Caliot Park Associates" charged that 
tin* neighborhood is covered with lint 
which blows from tlie mill, and that 
ho had complained to the Board of 
Health regarding this condition. He 
also asserted that the water tank 
at tlie mill overflows and floods Cabot 
Park. 

Joseph Kirchgnssner of 11a Carter! 
st. said he Is disturbed not only by] 
the noise of the machinery in the 
mill, hut also by the noise of the 1 
steam exhaust In the boiler there. Ex-] 
Alderman Donald Hill told his former ] 
associates on the Bourd that while he 
was an Alderman he frequently had 
gone to the management of the mill 
ns a result of complaints by neigh- 
bors, and that although the mill’s own- 
ers had promised to correct condi- 
tions. they had not kept the prom-' 
ises. Hill said that among the com- 
plaints ii»' had endeavored to settle 
were noise of trucking at the mill 
nights, the litter prevalent around 
the mill, skylarking by employees 
there, which disturbed neighbors; and 
work at the plant on Sundays. 

Philip Rubensteln, treasurer of the 
mill corporation, said Ills company 


had done all within its power to make 
the operation of the mill less objec- 
tionable to the neighborhood. He said 
that there had been no work at the 
plant "ii Sundays except in cases of 
emergency, and that because the busi- 
ness is seasonal, it is necessary to 
work the all-night shift during busy 
seasons. Martin McDonald, superin- 
tendent at the mill, said the noises 
alleged to come from the machinery 
at t ho factory, were no louder than 
similar machinery would make in any 
like plant Mrs. Grace Pom fret told 
the Aldermen that her husband is 
employed at the mill and she asked 
the petitioners how they would like 
to lose their jobs if they were work- 
ing at t he mill, and it were forced to 
shut down? Mrs. Pomfret said she 
formerly lived on Bridges ave., near 
the mill, and had not found the ob- 
jectionable conditions as alleged by 
the petitioners. Mrs. Pomfret. how- 
ever. now lives at 2197 Commonwealth 
ave.. Auburndale. 

Sergeant Michael Sullivan of tin* 
Newton police said he had been as- 
signed to investigate complaints about 
the night noises from the mill and 
had gone to the home of Rudolph 
Johnson at 99 Norwood ave. Sullivan 
stated that he decided he would not 
like to attempt to sleep in the John- 
son home. Alderman Rawson. chair- 
man of the committee, who had to 
warn irritated opponents and propo- 
nents of night work at tlie mill, asked 
for a show of hands to obtain the sen- 
timents of those present. Persons re- 
siding In the neighborhood favored 
the petition. Persons in the employ 
of the Security Mills opposed tlie pe- 
tition. 


Michael J. Kearney Worked 
30 Years In Newton 

| Michael J Kearney of 12 Maple 
I Watertown. ;« well known resident, of 
i Newton for 30 years, was electrocuted 
. Tuesday night while replacing a 
broken v'reet light on Horner «t.. New 
ton f'entre, opposite the driveway to 
City Hall. The pole Is but a short 
distance from the Edison transformer 
station on Homer -t. and Kearney 
received the force of a heavy voltage 
A young Newton Highlands man who 
was walking along Homer st. about 
11:30 stumbled over Kearney’s body 
which was lying on the sidewalk. He 
ha t» ned v> a nearby house from 
which a telephone message was sent 
to police headquarters. 

A cruising car with Patrolmen Fitz- 
simmons and Stevens speeded to the 
place, found that the body w..- that 
of Kearney, and radioed headquarters. 
The body was taken to Newton Hos- 
pital in the police ambulance. Both 
of Kearney’s hands were severely 
, burned. 

For many years Mr. Kearney, who 
entered the employment of the Edison 
Company when a youth, had been 
night patrolman and Inspector of 
street lights for the Edison Company 
in the Newtons. His duties included 
the replacing of broken or burned out 
street lamps. He had gone apparently 
about 11 o’clock Tuesday night to re 
place a broken light at the Homer st 
pole. The lamp was on a cement 
pole and Kearney mounted a ladder to 
remove the broken globe and lamp 
and replace them. He apparently had 
taken hold of the metal ring which 
held the globe, when his other hand 
came in contact with a wire or part 
of the broken bulb, and the current 
went through his body. 

Michael Kearney was born in Bos- 
ton 49 years ago. His father, for 
whom he was named, was a veteran 
employee of the Edison Company and 
its predecessor, and was retired on a 
pension some years ago Mr. Kearney 
was an enthusiastic horseman and dog 
fancier. Jovial in disposition, he had 
a wide circle of friends. His funeral 
was held this morning from the home 
of his sister. Mrs. Esther Canniff. 115 
Neponset ave.. Dorchester, and the 
requiem mass was at Our Lady's 
Church. Newton. Burial was in St. 
Patrick's Cemetery. Watertown Mr. 
Kearney's wife, the late Catherine

ment have become more complicated. Many of these services 
have been performed badly because men were appointed to 
governmental positions for political reasons rather than for 
their qualifications. However, there has been some improve- 
ment in government administration, through the setting up of 
merit systems. The national government, though people do not 
always realize it, has made more improvement than the states. 
One of the worst aspects of the use of patronage is that parties 
depend upon making promises of positions in order to win sup- 
porters. Th<*v say "If you will help us elect our candidate, we 
will be in a position to make many appointments and there may 
be a .job for you.” You are sometimes qualified for the ap- 
pointment vou receive and sometimes you are not, yet it is 
given you anyway as recognition of the party work you have 
done. When parties rely upon patronage to keep up their 
strength, they cease to rely upon party principles. Patronage 
has become one of I he most corrupting influences of our po- 
litical life. For a long time people have been realizing that 
fact and thev are waging a fierce war against it which becomes 
fiercer as time goes on.

From the noise one would have sup- 
posed that several were severely in- 
jured. The damage was slight, how- 
ever. principally to wagons and tem- 
pers. 

A correspondent asks us what right 
the Boston & Albany Railroad lias to 
discontinue a street and remove the 
bridge over the road from Bellevue to 
Washington st.? We can only say— 

• We do not know, but presume it is 
by tlie right of their power to do so."

It was burning fiercely in both tlie 
first, second and third stories of the 
ell. Small quantity of water, 10 min- 
utes earlier, would have prevented 
most of the damage, or a fire extin- 
guisher applied when we first arrived, 
would have saved a large loss by Are 
and water. Tlie house was owned by 
Mrs. Carrier and occupied by Henry 
A Ball, who was absent at church. 
The house was thoroughly gutted in 
tlie rear part, and all of it was com- 
pletely drenched. Some of the furni- 
ture was removed In a damaged condi- 
tion. Tlie loss was $3500. covered by 
insurance. It is with sincere regret 
that we record the inefficiency of our 
fire department on this occasion. Wo 
have often commended them for 
promptness and admirable manage- 
ment.

All wo know of the present Euro- 
pean War Is what we rend In tlie 
papers or hear over the radio, and 
that Isn’t much. Tlie leading con- 
testants in tin* wholesale “battle 
royal. " Germany, England and 
France, are obviously using caution; 
feinting for time, as it were. Ap- 
parently Germany Is marching through 
Poland according to schedule; the vn- 
liant Poles not being able to resist 
I ho Nazi invaders with their far su- 
perior death-dealing equipment. France 
is doing what it can in harrying Ger- 
many on the West front, although 
it would have to sacrifice a terrible 
toll of its man-power in breaking 
through the Siegfried Line. One 
tiling to he thankful for in the first 
week of war is — that the three big 
contending powers have refrained from 
the horrible slaughter which un- 
leashed bombing of large cities and 
towns would entail. We hope this 
phase will continue, but we doubt It. 

According to military experts, it ap- 
pears that Germany will endeavor to 
overcome Poland as rapidly as pos- 
sible, and then (probably through Mus- 
solini). make overtures to Britain and 
France for a peaceful set dement. Tt 
is quite doubtful that England and 
France would consider ending tlie war 
by ceding Poland to Germany, unless 
Russia threatened to send its tre- 
mendous army into t li*> fray. 

Should Germany rapidly conquer Po- 
land. as seems certain, and then con- 
centrate its might on tlie Western 
front, and should the war then he 
continued with the combatants fight- 
ing with all resources at their dis- 
posal. the full horror of the struggle 
will be on. and the ruthless bombing 
of non-combatants will In* witnessed. 
In the meantime tens of thousands of 
young Germans and Poles will have 
been killed and maimed. Many hope 
that the millions of the German peo- 
ple who abhor war and Hitlerism, will 
revolt. It should he remembered, 
however, that most of the Germans, 
under 30, and many over 30. sincere-! 
ly believe Hitler is right. It also 
must be remembered that it is difficult 
to start a revolution, when those in 
power in a country have the weapons 
with which to crush a revolution, and 
those who would revolt are not armed. 
Tlie only successful revolution in Ger- 
many would ho one of tlie young 
soldiers in tlie Nazi armies, and such 
a revolution is quite unlikely unless 
tlie German armies meet with reverses, 
or the war continues over a long pe- 
riod. 

Tlie torpedoing and sinking of the 
S. S. Athenin caused amazement in the 
U. S. A. Most people in this country 
supposed that the Germans (remem- 
bering that it was the sinking of the 
“Lusitania” and the toll exacted by 
German submarines on American 
shipping during the World War, which

In fact, such an act on the part of 
the Germans would be so provocative, 
so certain to turn sentiment in this 
country against them, that many were 
inclined to believe the statement by 
Nazi high officials t lint tlie "Athenia" 
was not torpedoed by a German sub- 
marine. Statements by tlie "Athenia’s” 
officers and by passengers — that the 
ship was not only torpedoed, but also 
shelled, put the burden of proof on 
tlie Nazis and give President Roose- 
velt a big advantage in the effort he 
will probably make to have Congress 
amend the neutrality net so that sup- 
plies may be sold to those contend- 
ing nations which have the cash to 
buy such supplies, and ships to carry 
them in.

We do not 
believe that an unsightly, cement- 
block warehouse should be built with- 
in .50 feet of a schoolhouse, because 
we accept tlie fact that environment 
lias much to do with moulding a 
child’s life, and gazing continually at 
the blank wall of a warehouse isn’t 
inspiring to a child in the Stearns 
School at Nonantum. any more, than 
it would be to a child in the Angier. 
Bigelow, Burr. Day. Warren or Weeks 
Schools. And we believe that if it

As 
a result of our exhaustive study of 
purchasing methods in many cities wo 
have submitted a recommendation to 
the Board of Aldermen for the adop- 
tion of an ordinance establishing a 
Central Purchasing Department which, 
if approved, will save approximate- 
ly $50,000.00 a year. 

In co-operation with the Massachu- 
setts Federation of Taxpayers' Asso- 
ciation.

from the Chestnut Hill Associates who 
objected to the granting of the peti- 
tion. He said that 16 homes in the 
vicinity are owned by members of 
the Chestnut Hill Associates. John 
Healey, an abuttor, also objected. He 
called attention to the fact that the 
Board of Aldermen had rejected a pe- 
tition he had presented asking for a 
zoning change. Alderman Temperley 
stated that although the proposed ven- 
ture might cost $150,000, if the tract 
were developed for house lots, resi- 
dences built on it would be taxed for 
at least $200,000. 

L. A. VanHeusen of Prentice rd.. 
Newton Centre, one of the leaders 
in the proposed enterprise, told the 
Aldermen that the "Dutch Village" 
would not be a Coney Island or “tin 
can tourist" place. lie said that in 
addition to the first unit, a second unit 
costing $100,000 might be built.

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Mayor’s Appointment 
Of Brown As Commr. 
Of Recreation Refused 


Aldermen Refuse To Confirm Newtonville Man 
And Make Public Correspondence With 
Recreation Commission 


The Hoard of Aldermen on Monday 
night by a vote of 16 to 2 rejected 
the appointment of Reginald W. 
Brown of Walnut st., Newtonville, to 
the newly created ofllce of Recrea- 
tion Commissioner. Brown’s name 
was presented to the Board on Aug- 
ust 21 in a communication from Mayor 
Childs as his appointee to the new 
ofllce, the holder of which will be the 
executive head of the Recreation De- 
partment at a salary of $4000 per year. 
At that meeting it was brought out 
that the Mayor had not consulted 
the members of the Recreation Com- 
mission. relative to Brown’s appoint- 
ment, although It wns understood by 
the members of that committee that 
the Mayor had tacitly agreed to do 
this when earlier this year, the Mayor, 
the City Solicitor and members of the 
former Playground Commission con- 
ferred on the changes in the ordi- 
nance relative to the Playground De- 
partment. 

Last Monday night the Aldermen 
held a recess of over three hours, 
much of which wns devoted to a con- 
sideration of the Mayor’s appointment 
of Mr. Brown. Prior to voting on the 
Brown appointment, the following 
correspondence between President 
Floyd of the Board of Aldermen, and 
Acting Chairman. Mrs. Terese Mar- 
shall of the Recreation Commission 
were read —

Henry J. MeOulnes.s, Jr., 31, of 82 
Hobart st.. Brighton, a former Har- 
vard baseball star, was Instantly 
killed tills morning at 2:14 when the 
car lie was driving crashed into an 
electric light pole on Washington st., 
at the corner of Centre ave, Newton.

Taxpayer s Association 

Opens Membership Drive 


Stop Night Work 
At Security Mill 


Urges Citizens To Join In Sup- 
port of Efforts 

Having just completed a most grati- 
fying year the Newton Taxpayers’ 
Association has just announced its an- 
nual membership drive which will be 
held September 18-30. Present mem- 
bers have already received a report 
of last year’s activities, a prospectus 
of this year’s plans, and u bill cov- 
ering the "sustaining” membership of 
$5.00 or “individual” membership of 
$10.00. A large percentage have al- 
ready assisted tlie Association by re- 
newing their membership by mail, 
making personal calls by our solicitors 
unnecessary, and many more are 
signing up daily. 

Beginning September 18. every tax- 
payer will be called upon and invited 
to share in the activities of this 
civic organization whose sole purpose 
is to cooperate with the City govern- 
ment in finding ways and means of 
t educing tlie tax burden. 

Newton's tax rate for 1939 is $30.20, 
tlie same as last year’s, and Mr. C. 
B. Jones, President of the Newton Tax- 
payers’ Association, is confident that 
recent recommendations based on 
scientific study of departments in other 
cities similar to Newton can and will 
result in a lower lax rate for Newton 
next year. 

To substantiate his opinion Mr. 
Jones tells us that in May the firm 
of Thompson & Lichtner Company, 
Incorporated, was engaged for the 
purpose of making a study of the 
Street Department. Mr. Sanford E. 
Thompson, President of the Company, 
submitted a report recommending a 
modern simple system for Cost Ac- 
counting. This report was submitted 
to Mayor Childs and representatives 
of the City Government, and all agreed 
that the proposal by Mr. Thompson 
aas nqt only desirable but absolutely 
necessary, in order that the Street 
Commissioner could know something 
about tlie cost of various methods of 
frocedure. Mr. Thompson advised 
that he could guarantee a saving of 
820,000. This is a very conservative 
figure and tlie saving should amount 
o $60,000 a year or approximately 
10% of the operating payroll. 

Another example: On August 21, 
the Taxpayers’ Association presented 
to the Board of Aldermen a recom- 
mendation for the adoption of a Cen- 
tral Purchasing Department. At the 
present time twenty-two departments 
of tlie City are purchasing materials 
and supplies for their department. 
This of necessity results in lost time, 
waste, and Inefficiency. This proposal 
lias been referred by the Board of 
Aldermen to a committee and in a

Rotary Club 

James 1’ Reynolds, director of Wel- 
fare In tile city of Newton, and a mem- 
ber of the Newton Rotary Club, ad- 
dressed bis fellow members on Mon- 
day at the regular noon meeting at 
the Brno Burn Countty Club. Mr. Rey- 
nolds -was the third speaker In a sorjes 
of talks on social welfare and relief. 
He was Introduced 1»> Lyscomb A. 
Bruce. Jr. 

Mr. Reynolds stated that obviously 
the greatest single factor in welfare 
aid is the unemployment question. 
Were Jobs available there would be s* 
drop of 70 to 80 per cent In welfare 
figures. He stated that during 1938 
the city of Newton expended $666,000 
in all forms of public welfare. Of tills 
sum the Federal and State govern- 
ments and other cities and towns, re- 
imbursed Newton to the extent of 
$252,000 making the net cost for sup- 
port of those In need $-114,000. 

There are three major forms of aid. 
old age assistance, aid for dependent 
children, and temporary aid. To ; 
great extent the Federal and State 
governments reimburse the cities and 
towns in the first two cases. Tem- 
porary aid is granted by both cash and 
food orders. Rent. food, gas and elec- 
tricity are thus covered while fuel and 
clothing are supplied separately. 

Every able bodied man receiving 
relief works from two to four 
days per week in return for assistance 
granted. At present there are 610 per- 
sons on the local lists. Investigators 
for the department have curtailed the 
few instances of “chiseling” to a mini- 
mum and most of these individual 
cases are well-known to the investi- 
gators. 

The public welfare department L 
assisted and supplemented by variom 
private organizations such as the Fam- 
ily Service Bureau, the Catholic cluiri 
ties and others. All cases are clean* 
through the Social Service Index main 
tained by the Community Chest, pre- 
venting the possibility of duplicate nl 
and effort. 
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On September 9th the Newton Chap- 
ter of the American Red Cross con- 
cluded the summer instruction in 
swimming and life saving at Crystal 
Lake.

The list of qualifications which Mrs. 
Marshall presented, and which, it Is 
understood coincide with the specifica- 
tions devised by the National Recrea- 
tion Association, was quite lengthy.

Graduation from a university or col- 
lege of recognized standing, preferably 
with special training in recreational 
administration, physical education, 
economics, public administration, 
educational administration, commu- 
nity organization and personnel man- 
agement, and also preferably partici- 
pation in such extra curricular activ- 
ities as sports, athletics, dramatics, 
glee clubs. 

Experience 

A minimum of seven years' pre- 
vious recreation positions prescribed 
as follows:

1 2 1 An additional five seasons in 
recreational positions of a re- 
sponsible nature.

A thorough knowledge of the de- 
velopment of public recreation move- 
ment : appreciation of the varied ac- 
tivities making up a well rounded 
community recreation program: abil- 
ity to enlist the best efforts of a staff 
of employees. 

Health 

Good physical condition, as certified 
by a competent registered physician. 

In addition to the qualifications 
printed herewith, the list submitted 
h.v Mrs. Marsh nil contained 15 speci- 
fications of activities and procedure 
whirli the Recreation Commissioner 
should accomplish. Those include tiie 
largest possible use of playgrounds 
and community centres, providing 
capable directors and adequate equip- 
ment for playgrounds, securing of 
buildings for community centres, help- 
ing neighborhood groups to relate 
themselves, developing the popular 
outdoor and indoor sports, co-operation 
with school authorities, giving young 
people opportunities for handicraft, 
helping in dramatics, pageants and 
concerts; co-operating with police, li- 
brary and prohutlon departments; 
keep city government and public in- 
formed about what department is do- 
ing

fore appointing Mr. Brown. They nlso 
praised the work done the past sum- 
111**1 by F. Ewing Wilson, who hud 
been appointed by Mayor Childs ns 
Acting Recreation Commissioner. 

Alderman Temperley was excused 
from voting on the appointment. Al- 
derman Aslienden and Inches were 
absent. 


The Newton Recreation Commission 
held a meeting Inst Friday night which 
was attended by Mrs. Theresa Mar- 
shall. acting chairman: George Kellnr 
and Irving Paul. The members passed 
it resolution commending the work of 
F. Ewing Wilson as Acting Superin- 
tendent of Playgrounds during the 
past summer. The resolution called 
attention to the fact that Mr. Wil- 
son did a fine job although the play 
ground budget had been cut consid- 
erably.

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Attendance In Newton 
Public Schools Is 245 
Less Than Last Year 


Four New Teachers Elected — 
Kindergarten Rule 
Enforced 

At the meeting of the Newton School 
Committee on Tuesday night. Supt. of 
Schools Warren gave the information 
that the attendance in Newton public 
schools this year Is 245 less than in 
1938. as of Sept. 15. In t lie High 
School there was an increase of 58 
pupils; in the junior high schools a 
decrease of 39; in tile elementary 
schools a decrease of 314; in the 
Trade School an increase of 1. At the 
Angler School there was a decrease 
of 18. at the Burr 30, Cabot 55, Carr 
55, Claflin 29. Davis 35. Peirce 119, 
Rice 27, Stearns 52. Underwood 90. 
Some of these decreases at West 
Newton were caused by transfers to 
tlie new Franklin School, which 
showed an Increase of 165 over the 
attendance at tile old Franklin School 
last year. 

Supt. of Schools Wurren told the 
committee that parents of about a 
dozen children prevented from enter- 
ing kindergartens because of the in- 
crease in the entering age from 4 
years and 6 months to 4 years and 9 
months, had protested because these 
children were only slightly under the 
new entering age. Some were only 
a few days too young and one was 
but 5 hours too young. Mr. Warren 
said he had adhered strictly to the 
enforcement of tin* new age require- 
ment. 

Referring to a report that parents 
of three children had refused to send 
these children to the Hyde School, 
instead of the Emerson School at Up- 
per Falls, Mr. Warren explained that 
because there would have been 43 
children in the 6th grade at the Em- 
erson School, parents of S children in 
that grade were asked if they would 
send their children to the Angier or 
Hyde Schools. Parents of children in 
seven families gladly accepted the 
suggested change. Parents of three 
children in the other family declined, 
and choose to have their children con- 
tinue attending the Emerson School.

nize and appreciate. 

The sole object of the Newton Tax- 
payers’ Association is to cooperate 
with city officials in finding ways and 
means of decreasing municipal ex- 
penses, and lightening the tax burden. 
Membership dues are necessary to 
finance proposed surveys and 3500 
members are needed, if the full bene- 
fit is to be derived from the work of 
this aggressive association of Newton 
citizens. 


Decide To Hire 
Investigator For 
Soldiers’ Relief 


The committee of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen in charge of the conduct 
of the Soldiers' Relief Department has 
decided to follow the practice used 
in all other cities of Massachusetts 
over 50.000 in population, and have an 
investigator as an employee of this 
department. Until 1933 the adminis- 
tration of Soldiers' Relief in Newton 
was in charge of City Clerk Grant. 
Efforts of Newton Post. A. L., result- 
ed in the Soldiers’ Relief Department 
being established in 1933 on recom- 
mendation of Mayor Weeks. Edmand 
T. Dungan was appointed director and 
has since held thut office. 

During the past year, us a result of 
criticisms by members of the Board 
of Aldermen regarding alleged acts 
of a member of the department staff 
in an official capacity, a special com- 
mittee of Aldermen was appointed to 
Investigate the department, and tile 
City Solicitor ruled that in conformi- 
ty with the State laws, the Board of 
Aldermen, and not the Mayor, should 
control this department. At the meet- 
ing of the Aldermen on Sept. 11. the 
Mayor, on recommendation of the spe- 
cial committee of Aldermen, recom- 
mended that $650 be appropriated to 
pay the salary of an investigator and 
his traveling expenses from Oct. 1 
until the end of this year. 

The committee has not decided 
what the salary of the investigator 
shall be, nor has it been decided 
whether or not lie will be under civil 
service. The director's salary is 
$2500 per annum.

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PEACE WITH HONOR 

We resume our editorial column after several months of 
inattention because of personal considerations to find the sum- 
mer waning, schools in session again, a city election in the 
offing, Europe in a state of war, chaos, and uncertainty, and 
Congress in special session to determine this country's proced- 
ure in the world crisis. From letters from individuals which 
come to our desk and from the personal views of many others 
it is a certainty that the American people do not want any 
part of this war. Those who remember the World War of two 
decades and more ago, have not forgotten the lessons that ex- 
perience taught us. Today, with the radio and other quicker 
means of obtaining informatin, it is far easier to get a 
true perspective upon the situation as a whole. Yet as the days 
go by it is becoming increasingly difficult to distinguish fact 
from propaganda. Propaganda, cleverly dsguised, is calculated 
to swing public sentiment to the side of the propagandist — and 
both majorities and minorities are all ready to use the public 
for its own ends. This is one of the occasions when it is 
clearly our duty to inform our Senators and Congressmen of 
our feelings against American participation. They are the 
representatives of the people and we look to them to maintain 
peace — peace with honor — to the very end.

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Those of us who for years have 
been advocating isolationism for the 
United States instead of this country 
becoming embroiled In the bloody 
quarrels and machinations of Europe, 
naturally were pleased to henr such a 
popular hero as Charles A. Lindbergh 
join with us. Mr. Lindbergh's argu- 
ments coincided with those we offered 
In our humble way in this column on 
August 25. Our attitude on this 
question was influenced to a great 
degree by first-hand contacts we made 
with Frenchmen, Englishmen and Ger- 
mans in their countries following the 
Armistice of November 11, 1918. One 
ceased to be an idealist after one had 
heard the sentiments expressed by 
both soldiers and civilians of these 
countries concerning their attitudes 
toward the U. S. A. One became a 
realist, fcolonel Lindbergh, like those 
of us who were across with the A.E.F., 
has had better opportunities than the 
average citizens of this country to 
observe the psychology of various 
European races (including the Brit- 
ish) and how they actually feel as 
regards us. Few have had the op- 
portunities In recent years to obtain 
an insight into European military and 
political affairs ns has Lindbergh. So, 
being an honest and courageous man, 
he speaks frankly. He does not fall 
for the clever propaganda dissemin- 
ated by Britain, France, Germany, 

Italy and the other countries over- 
sens as do all too many Americans 
who think themselves intelligent and 
versed in International affairs hut 
who are, actually, quite provincial, 
and because of their Idealistic philos- 
ophy begotten of democracy eas- 
ily duped Into becoming sympathetic 
for alleged democracies across the 
Atlantic. 

This brings us to the vital question 
of the day. Shall the U. S. A. amend

Remember that the U. S. A. has a 
standing army of only about 250,000. 
Compare this little army with the 
many millions of trained soldiers in- 
cluded in the military forces of Ger- 
many, Italy and Russia. And our Na- 
tional Guard with its limited train- 
ing cannot be expected to approach 
the efficiency of regular army men, 
even with allowance being made for 
the calibre of the young men In our 
militin. Furthermore, our National 
Guard Is woefully lacking In modern 
equipment. Abhorrent though it is to 
most Americans, it behooves the U. 
S. A. to train (even by compulsion) 
its many millions of young men in the 
damnable art of war. This country 
should also manufacture as rapidly 
as its resources will allow, an air 
fleet and machines of war sufficient 
in size to cope with those of the to- 
talitarian nations whose resources 
during the past 5 and more years have 
been mainly used in preparing for 
conquest. If armed might Is not to 
prevail, the only way to prevent this 
Is to be ready to meet force with 
force, if the need arises. And this 
country's experience in 1917 and 1918 
should cause us to remember that 
military airplanes, artillery and other 
war equipment cannot be manufac- 
tured In large quantities In one year 
or even two years. A lot can and 
may hnppen in the next year, or even 
in the next few months.

ittitmle are utterly opposed to this 
country becoming Involved In tho 
war or sending an army of young 
Americans to Europe to get slaught- 
ered, as was done in 1917 and 1918. 
Citizens of the U. S. A. know how 
Britain and France welched on the 
payment of the billions loaned to 
them by our people. They know that 
our participation in the World War 
has cost this country about $41,000,- 
000, much of which tills country still 
owes. 

There is another reason why this 
country should not become involved 
in the current European war. Without 
being pessimistic, we must face pos- 
sibilities. Germany lias startled tho 
world by its speedy conquest of Po- 
land, its overwhelming of a large 
army or that country, which was sup- 
posed to he able to offstaml the Nazis 
for a much longer time. Europe and 
tills hemisphere were also startled 
by the alliance between Germany and 
Russia. Many do not believe that 
Russia will semi armies to fight 
against France and England on the 
Western Front. Many do not think 
that Italy will become actively en- 
gaged in the war and join its armed 
forces with fliose of Germany. But, 
stranger things have happened. 
Should Russia or Italy, or both, add 
their armed might to that of Germany 
tlie writer, for one, believes that 
France and Britain could not resist 
such a preponderance in man-power 
and airplanes. Should Russia and It- 


dermen on Monday night a hearing 
was given on the petition of T. L.

interested to hear Adolf express his 
faith in “Almighty God.”

Newspapers tho past two weeks 
have covered pages of their publica- 
tions with accounts of tlie invasion 
of German territory by the French 
army in its advance toward Saar- 
brucken and Trier. The French, gal- 
lant soldiers though they are, have 
not taken much of that territory, and 
in our opinion will not. We spent 
six weeks in Trier and travelled over 
most of the country in that section. 
From Saarbrucken easterly and 
northerly (in the Hunsruck and Idar- 
wald) the country rises rapidly. The 
hills are steep and tho valleys nar- 
row. From Saarbrucken to Dudweil- 
er is 2% miles, and the increase in 
altitude is 1G7 feet. The terrain 
keeps rising until at Wallhausen, 28 
miles from Saarbrucken, the altitude 
(at the railway) is 12G3 feet. From 
Trier, oil the north side of the 
Moselle, similar conditions prevail in 
the high Eifel region. The French 
and English could advance in these 
regions only by making tremendous 
sacrifices.

It is turning thought from the con- 
templation of relief in matter to the 
attainment of harmony in Spirit. The 
pursuit of material development 
comes from a false concept of God. 
conceived by the material senses — the 
five physical senses, that testify to a 
material personality and mind in mat- 
ter. 

Spiritual growth is not dependent 
upon education, vocational training, 
personal influence, opportunity, pres- 
tige, or wealth. It is the unfoldment 
of spiritual ideas in human conscious* 
ness. It is the awakening from ma- 
terial beliefs to an understanding of 
God. It is a mental process, involving 
thoughts, not things, and can be real- 
ized here and now. 

In one of the most remarkable books 
ever written this arresting statement 
is made. "The time for thinkers has 
come.” Some may wonder why such 
a statement should be made when the 
world has always had good thinkers, 
even spiritually-minded men and wom- 
en who have grasped something of 
the fundamentals of spiritual creation, 
not only as separate from materiality, 
hut essentially the only reality. 

When Mary Baker Eddy, the Dis- 
coverer and Founder of Christian Sci- 
ence, in the beginning of her textbook, 

"Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures,” wrote (Pref., p. vii). "The 
time for thinkers has come,” is there 
any doubt but that she meant that 
spiritual thinking is the only real 
thinking there 1 b? 

The aim of universities and colleges 
is to train men and women to think 
logically and consistently. Multitudi- 
nous and various are the sources and 
provisions for education, in an effort 
on the part of mankind to improve 
conditions through enlightened think- 
ing, but too little attention in educa- 
tion is given to spiritual thinking. On 
page 195 of Science and Health we 
read: "Academics of the right sort 

are requisite. Observation, invention, 
study, and original thought are ex- 
pansive and should promote the 
growth of mortal mind out of itself, 
out of all that is mortal.” Here is 
the standard by which one may decide 
which academics are of the right sort. 

Do they promote the growth of mortal 
mind out of itself? 

Human logic and reasoning are ele- 
ments of this mortal mind, this carnal 
mind, which the Bible tells us is “en- 
mity against God.” Spiritual thinking 
is the manifestation of divine Mind, 
expressed in true thoughts, or Ideas. 

Since man is the idea of God, all that 
he knows that is real or true con- 
sists of an understanding of God. and 
the real man can express only true 
thoughts, nr ideas. 

The effort of education to endow 
matter with Intelligence and power 
must be recognized as futile. There 
is no element of progress In exchang- 
ing one false belief for another, and 
whatever is learned about matter or 
through material sense must bo ex- , 
changed for a knowledge of God, the that created him? Christian Science

Th<* earnest, inquirer may ask, ' 
“How can I begin to distinguish be- j 
tween material knowledge and divine J 
Science ?” Mrs. Eddy explains that 
"the starting-point of divine Science | 
is that God, Spirit, is All-in-all. and 
that there is no other might nor Mind. 

that God is Love, and therefore He | 
is divine Principle" (Science and | 
Health, p. 275). Is it not quite evi- j 
dent, then, that the great need of 
mankind is to know and understand 
God? 

Men depend entirely upon rnathe - 1 
matical calculations, from the making 
of a box to the building of a bridge. 
When they realize that the law gov- | 
online numbers points to the invaria- 
ble and perfect law of God, which 
governs man and the universe, they 
will find that they can rely upon this 
Principle to solve every problem of 
whatever nature that may confront 
them, and be just as sure of right 
results. 

If the idea of God as Principle 
sounds cold and abstract, let us re- 
member that Mrs. Eddy says that 
"God is Love, and therefore He is 
divine Principle.” Since this Princi- 
ple that governs man is Love, then 
man has nothing to fear, but every joy 
and happiness to experience now. 

Let me give you a simple illustra- 
tion. A student of Christian Science 
said that one day a friend passed her 
on the street without speaking to her. 
At first she was filled with resentment 
and a sense of injustice. Then she 
decided that since she knew some- 
thing about God as Love, it was her 
work to apply this governing Princi- 
ple to the situation, in order to gain 
her own peace of mind. She reasoned 
that since God is Love and man was 
made in His image and likeness, then 
man must be loving, lovable, and love- 
ly — must express all the qualities of 
Love. This understanding of Truth 
enabled her to see her friend, as well 
as herself, as this true likeness. She 
was comforted, and her thoughts were 
at peace, for she was no longer be- 
lieving in evil as real or belonging 
to God’s idea, man. Some time after- 
wards she met this friend again, who 
joyfully told her that she had experi- 
enced a very remarkable healing — re- 
markable because she had not called 
a practitioner, and she could not ac- 
count for it. She said that for some 
time she had had great difficulty with 
her eyes, and had not been able to 
distinguish objects even a short dis- 
tance from her. Suddenly, one day, 
the veil lifted and she could see clear- 
ly, and as far as she ever had before. 
No specific treatment had been given 
her. but the faithful application of 
God’s law had operated with preci- 
sion, and harmony was restored. 

Thus we learn that when we identi- 
fy ourselves with Principle, we are 
able to prove that we are governed by 
fixed rules of perfection, which hold 
man forever inseparable from divine 
Principle, God. 

When Jesus declared. "Bo ye there- 
fore perfect, even as your Father 
which is in heaven is perfect." was he 
not making a positive declaration that 
man is already as perfect as the Mind

What Is Christian Science? 

Because of erroneous conceptions 
about Christian Science, some may 
hesitate to accept its teachings. One 
may have formed a false concept by 
accepting a prejudiced opinion that 
would misrepresent the teachings of 
Christian Science either through Ig- 
norance or malice. Then, too, be- 
cause the name Is new, some may be- 
lieve that its teachings are new, and 
different from the Christianity pre- 
sented in the Bible, and taught by 
Jesus to Ills disciples. Many of the 
vital elements of this demonstrable 
Christianity hud been lost to the 
world, or considered impructical. 
Among other tilings, Mrs. Eddy has re- 
stored the healing of disease, and has 
revealed that It was a natural, spir- 
it uul law which governed the so-called 
miracles of Jesus, She proved, and 
students of Christiun Science all over 
(he world are proving, tiiat tills divine 
law. governing every activity of man, 
Is just as indent today, and just as 
over-operative, us in Jesus’ time. 

Christian Science is fundamentally 


with this perfect divine Principle in 
order to know anything of the true 
nature of God and mun. 

Jesus 

Jesus began in early youth to prove 
und make practical the truths con- 
tained in the Bible. As a young boy 
of twelve he tarried in the temple with 
the doctors and wise men, asking and 
answering questions thut astounded 
them. Of his life, from tliut lime 
until his buptism by John we know 
little, except that he "increased in 
wisdom and stature, and in favour 
with God and mun.” It is recorded 
thut when lie came out of the wuter, 
he heurd a voice from heaven, suylng, 
"This is my beloved Son, in whom I 
am well pleased," and immediately uf- 
ter be wus led into the wilderness to 
be tempted of the devil. He must 
have recognized then the mission thut 
was his, und be was tried from every 
ungle as to the best way to fulfill this 
mission One by one he rejected all 


muke his teachings a guide and exam- 
ple for daily living. 

The Christ 

What may we assume that Jesus com- 
prehended when he heard the voice 
from heaven, saying, “This is my be- 
loved Son. in whom I am well 
pleased”? His own teachings would 
never allow the assumption that he 
considered the human Jesus the Son 
of God. Did he not behold the only 
real man— spiritual man, distinct and 
separate from a material concept — as 
the idea of God? Perhaps it was dur- 
ing these forty days in the wilderness 
that he realized there could be no 
compromise, but a complete separa- 
tion between the so-called material 
man und spiritual man. When he 
saw himself as a spiritual idea, at one 
with God, he never again recognized 
a material man as a reality, but con- 
sistently maintained his divine Son- 
ship, even until he rose above all ma- 
teriality. 

One of tlie definitions of "Wilder- 
ness," given in the Glossary of Science 
and Health (p. 597) reads as follows: 
"the vestibule in which a material 
sense of things disappears, and spirit- 
ual sense uiuolds the great facts of 
existence." Thus we find that .Jesus 
proved his unbroken unity with God. 
lie revealed the Christ, ns the spirit- 
ual manifestation of divine Love. The- 
human Jesus vanished from sight 
uter lie ascended, but the Christ is 
present today, as then, and dwells 
with man to reveal his God-bestowed 
heritage of completeness and ;.»erfc 
lion.

"weapons” were not "carnal," but the 
Word of God. which is "quick, and 
powerful, and sharper than any two- 
edged sword. We can ho grateful for 
these examples of steadfastness to 
purpose that nave been given us. 

Who Is My Neighbor? 

I think Jesus' favorite method of 
I inting a picture, and pointing a 
ie ison, must have been tlie parable, 
for lie used it so often. Probably one 
of the most familiar of his parables is 
"The Goon Samaritan." Neighbor- 
linens is a part of thut universal lan- 
guage of Love which Is understood 
and appreciated wherever and by 
whomever it may lie expressed. I 
think we are justified in considering 
this parable the most complete and 
comprehensive story ever written on 
the subject, and one which the world 
very much needs to think about 
today. 

Jesus clearly and distinctly relmkes 
■ lie false standard of class and caste, 
preaching without precept, creeds 
and rituals, and recommends impar- 
tial Love, universal kindness, and con- 
sideration for the welfare of others. 
He implies that it is not always the 
question. "Who is my neighbor?*’ lmt. 
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It is not difficult to imagine what 
she world would he today if each 
individual held a scientific, hence a 
■living.' altitude towards his neigh- 
nor. There would lie no more war. 
unfair competition, or mismanage- 
ment of business or government. 
There would lie one common interest, 
und tlie kingdom of righteousness 
would reign on earth, us it does in 
heaven. 

While men have worked individu- 
ally and collectively through the ages 
for the cause of peace on earth, yet 
the majority have consistently looked 
upon the kingdom of heaven as some- 
thing to be reached or attained in 
some future state of existence. 

Men of ideals and humunitariun 
motives look witli apprehension upon 
the chaotic world conditions today. 
They deplore the ignorance, lawless- 
lies*, and hatred that impel the cru- 
elty, and merciless destruction of 
human rights and lives. Vet a close 
analysis reveals tliut the world con- 
dition Is but the aggregate munlfes- 
a; loll of these evil traits indulged in 
individual thinking. 

When one earnestly and honestly 
. ci ks to know what 1“ his part in 
idping io improve national and in- 
eritiit loi:al affairs, lu must realize 


that first and last, just ns In his own 
business, Ins work lies in his own 
right thinking. His part is to start 
md continue with scientific * right 
thinking within his own conscious- 
ness. 

Proportionately as he ejects erro- 
neous conclusions from Ills own 
thinking lus immediate affairs Im- 
prove. His business, his family, and 
fiber human relationships are bene- 
fited. and his scientific right think- 
ing becomes an active factor for the 
betterment of Ills community, the 
nation of which ho is a citizen, and, in 
its measure, inevitably a healing in- 
luence in world affairs. 

No one can rightfully feel that his 
part Is too small or unimportant, for 
noli have not only our part, but 
a duty to ourselves and nil mankind. 
One may say that his business and 
world conditions give him a sense of 
uncertainty, unrest, fear, and worry, 
while actually it is his sense of un- 
certainty. unrest, fear, and worry 
that is contributing to the unde- 
sirable conditions in tlie world today. 

Jesus of Nazareth lins given to t lie 
world the most practical and off 1 on- 
ions remedy for any business prob- 
lem: "Seek ye first the kingdom of 
Gi d. and his righteousness; and nil 
these things shall be added unto 
. ru." 

Some time ago I had an interesting 
conversation with a young business 
man. who is an earnest student of 
Christian Science. It was his custom 
to apply his understanding of this 
Science to all of his business prob- 
lems. Tie was one of the youngest 
siti : men foi a nationally used prod- 
uct. and shortly after ho became an 
niployee of the firm he found that lie 
bended ho ior list, to which much 
publicity ... give:.. !,/ lending in 
ales, not only for his torrltory, but 
>ver nil the other branches. Tills sue- 
•ess lie attributed solely to his appli- 
cation of the teachings of Christian 
Science. But suddenly lie felt a new 
responsibility, a reputation to uphold. 

record to maintain: and he began 
giving more and more time to his 
business, often staying up late at 
night. To his surprise his sales began 
to fall off, and before long he was be- 
low the standard he had previously 
set. Then he realised that lie had 
been neglecting to seek first the king- 
dom of God. and lmd been spending 
much less time in the study and con- 
templation of Christian Science. For- 
• ate!;- bo recognized his mistake, 
and when he returned to his former 
practice of seeking God first, the other 
things were again added to him. He 
said he had learned i valuable les- 
son which he hoped he would never 
orget. 

Practicing Prayer 

The Apostle James, out of the rich- 
ness of ills own experience, declared 
with conviction. "Draw nigh to God. 
and he will draw nigh to you.” We 
are drawing nigh to God when we 
seek a better understanding of Him. 

In the Christian Science textbook 
Prayer is the first chapter. Thus we 
may reasonably assume that Mrs. 
Eddy recognized that one needs first 
to draw nigh to God through 
prayer, in a desire to know and un- 
derstand Him. Among other things 
in this chapter we are reminded that 
the struggle to be good is prayer. This 
is somewhat different from the ordi- 
nary concept of petition or a re- 
hersal of human needs. We learn 
also that if our prayers are sincere, 
we labor for what we ask. This, then, 
is the need of mankind — to learn to 
practice prayer. Our work is not fin- 
ished with the offering of prayers: we 
must follow by putting them into 
practice, if we realy want them to 
lie answered. It is inconsistent and 
ineffectual io ask one for one thing, 
and practice another. 

A man and his wife, students of 
Christian Science, decided that their 
business and financial success justi- 
fied their moving Into a larger and 
better home. Shortly after they had 
moved, the husband's salary was cut, 
and they concluded they had made a 
mistake, and began to retrace the 
steps they had taken, which, at the 
time, had seemed to them to be prog- 
ress. But conditions only grew worse, 
and their supply was cut off in other 
directions. Now these earnest people 
began to see that there needed to be 
some adjustment in their thinking 
about supply. As they worked over 
the problem they recognized that 
curtailment. although sometimes hu- 
manly necessary, was nn element of 
lack, and that they had been practic- 
ing lack while praying for a right 
understanding of abundance. When 
they had reversed ibis false reason- 
ing. tin* husband’s salary was re- 
stored. with the deductions refunded. 
And when they were again estab- 
lished in the new home, an additional 
•md unexpected source of Income 
opened up. 

We can begin right where we are 
to practice prayer by refusing to voice 
error or claim for ourselves the things 
we do not wish to manifest. What a 
cheerful round of conversation this 
old world would enjoy if this were 
universally observed! Just check up 
on yourself for one day, and see how 
many declarations concerning your 
body, your business, your home, und 
ao on, you make that you are really 
desirous of eliminating, rather than 
manifesting in your experience. And 
. Ikmi see how many times you can 
resist the temptation to voice evil, 
i iid deny Its false suggestions by 
declaring good. 

Asking God for material things 
could come under the classification 
given in the Bible us "vain repeti- 
tion.” for there is nothing In Spirit 
out of which matter could he made, 
if one longs for abundance, more 
love, more Joy, ho may humanly 
plan how lie thinks lie can obtain 
them perhaps by more financial se- 
•urity, better health, congenial com- 
ounloilH, interest ing work, und so on. 
But so long us lie believes that love, 
Joy. happiness, health, and supply are 
•o be found In muterlul conditions i 
will never really find them. As soon 
as lie realizes that they ure spiritual 
qualities, which lie Ims a present 


ability to express, lie will begin to 
claim them ns his rightful heritage, 
and as he does this they are inevi- 
tably brought Into Ills human expe- 
rience. When he learns that man ex- 
presses these (innlltls. Independent 
of matter, he will know that no con- 
dition of mutter can give them to 
him or take them away from him. 
We may improve material conditions 

b> spiritual thinking, but spiritual 
thinking is not gained through im- 
proved material conditions. 

A student of Christian Science was 
once faced with a physical problem, 
for which materia medlca declares 
an operation Is the only remedy. A 
friend, who was not a student of 
Christian Science, had a similar ob- 
structing growth temporarily re- 
moved by an operation. The tempta- 
tion came to her that in this case an 
operation was necessary. For many 
years she had relied upon Christian 
Science to meet her every need, and 
it had never failed, and she wondered 
why she did not have a healing 
this time. The suggestion of nn 
operation was so insistent that she 
gathered together all Mrs. Eddy’s 
writings, the Bible. and their 
Concordances, and set about to make 
n thorough analysis, examination, 
and diagnosis of the case. For several 
days she persisted, and when she had 
finished she felt that she had passed 
through each of flu* material stages 
attributed to such an operation, and 
for each one fhe operation of Truth 
had proved sufficient to eliminate the 
arguments, symptoms, and physical 
discomfort attending them. She 
•merged completely healed, and has 
had no return of the difficulty. Mor- 
tal mind can only counterfeit the 
operation ot divine Mind. 

Overcoming Limitation 

Fv'*ry discord or inharmony, he it 
physical, mental, or financial, can bo 
Inssifled as some form of limitation. 
If. at first, tins sounds like too drastic 
a statement, let its analyze it. Web- 
ster defines "Infinite" as “without lim- 
its of any kind." Is il not plain that 
physical inharmony claims to limit 
the activity of the body? Every phase 
of wrong reasoning would limit the 
accomplishment of good in some di- 
rection. based mostly upon tlie as- 
sumption that each one has a limited 
amount of health, happiness, activ- 
ity. or supply portioned out to him. 
and when he lias used it up. it is 
depleted. One may believe that he 
lias used his share and should not 
expect to have any more. Tt la 
through the Infinitude of divine Mind 
that limits are denied and broken. 
The antidote for the fear of, and the 
belief in. limitation obviously is the 
understanding that God is infinite, 
limitless and *thnt the inexhauslblo 
good which he continuously supplies 
iv r Ills Children can never be dimin- 
ished. used up. or overdrawn. 

1 know a young boy who. a number 
of years ago. was seized with what is 
called infantile paralysis, and was 
faced with the argument that his 
physical activities could be greatly 
limited. A large portion of his body 
became immovable, and distorted. 
This little boy had been a student in 
the Christian Science Sunday School 
for two years, and had learned some 
of the truths of divine Mind taught 
there that refuted such false argu- 
ments. A practitioner was called, and 
the mother clung to the statement of 
truth in the Bible that came to her: 
"The Lord . . . maketh the devices of 
the people of none effect " When 
after a few days, there was great im- 
provement. the child insisted that 
whatever degree of activity he was 
able to express, would be without any 
assistance. As lie put it. "I want to 
use what I have.” He maintained 
that God wanted him to move, and 
that mortal mind could n^t keep him 
from moving. Within a week he wus 
healed and normally active, and to- 
day is n robust, henlthy boy. 

God never places limitations of any 
kind upon His idea. man. In proving 
this spiritual fact, the only change 
t liar takes place is in human con- 
sciousness. A false belief is exchanged 
for a true concept: material knowl- 
edge is exchanged for spiritual un- 
derstanding. Jn breaking down limi- 
tations. let tip remember we ure 
dealing with thoughts, beliefs, and 
that when the wrong reasoning has 
been exchanged for right thinking, 
the results are manifested in our out- 
ward experiences. In working to 
overcome lack of health, content- 
ment. supply, and so on, let us turn 
from the contemplation of the differ- 
ent phases of these conditions, and 
think more about the allness of God. 
and man’s oneness with Him. Let us 
learn more about the real man. in 
order to detect the counterfeit and 
protect ourselv&t from it. 

Why does it seem so difficult t de- 
tect the fraudulent nature of that 
which we call a mortal? Is It not be- 
uuse we have not learned to recog- 
nize the real man? I recently rend nn 
interesting article explaining the 
method of counterfeiting money, and 
how it might he detected. The author 
said that ho had proved that the 
average citizen has only a ver / slight 
knowledge of genuine money, and 
when asked to describe it, for in- 
stance, as to distinguishing marks for 
dlffi rent denominations, wll fall nlm 
times out of ten. That is why, he ex- 
plains. one Is so easily deceived by n 
counterfieit. "If you want to protect 
yourself against had money, study 
good money,” he advises Tbui the 
lieHt way to protect onestlf from the 
deception of the counterfeit mun is 
to learn more about the real man. 

What are some of the wrong 
thoughts that need to he exchanged 
for true Ideas? Christian Science 
teaches that "the procuring cause 
und foundation of all sickness is fear, 
Ignorunce, or sin" (Science und 
Health, p. ill).

Rotary Club 

Dr. Harold D. (’hope. Health Officer 
of the Newton Health Department, and 
a member of the Newton Rotary Club 
was the fourth speaker in a series 
on the topic of Social Welfare at 
the regular meeting of Rotarlnns on 
Monday at Brae Burn. f 

Dr. Chope emphasized that health 
service is available to all citizens 
and not limited to special groups as 
Is welfare and other forms of aid 
Although complete service is at- 
tempted it Is economical, costing but 
57 cents per capita or $1.15 on the 
tax rate which is regarded as low 
insurance for tin* services rendered. 

In brief these services are: 

1. Supervision of the sanitation of 
tlie City, including the milk sup- 
ply, the water supply and all food 

establishments. 

2. Communicable disease service de- 
signed to prevent and control tu- 
berculosis. pneumonia. diph- 
theria, typhoid fever, small pox. 
Certain diseases which cannot lie 
controlled are whooping cough, 
scarlet fever, measles and infan- 
tlln paralysis. 

3. Complete health service for chil- 
dren beginning with the service 
of the Newton District Nursing 
Association, for mothers and for 
babies up to 18 months of age. 
The Health Department takes 
over with pre-school conference, 
and follows the children with 
annual physical exams, through 
their school career. 

I An effort to provide Newton citi- 
zens with further Information re- 
garding health, which is accom- 
plished through an annual report 
and quarterl) bulletin entitled 
"Your Health, and special lec- 
tures and daily correspondence 
and telephone calls and answers 
to Inquiries from citizens.

fear is banished the case is healed, 
and that Love, divine Love, is the 
supreme and lasting remedy for nil 
fear and its discordant effects. And 
bo, again, in order to recognize the 
fraudulent nature and powerlessness 
of fear we need to learn more about 
Love, its all power and presence. 

Sometimes the convenient excuse 
that one’s understanding is too small 
to make these truths practical is only 
a postponement of that which one 
must eventually prove. The smallest 
grain of truth has more power than 
all the arguments of evil put together 
for all time. We can do our part, and 
leave the increase to God. It is our 
willingness to use what we do under- 
stand that makes us receptive to 
larger unfoldment. 

Let us learn to accept the testing 
times as opportunities to rise above 
error. I am reminded of a story of 
a man who was traveling in the 
Himalayas. He was watching a 
spectacular storm, and spied an eagle 
just as the fury of the tempest 
reached it. He expected him to be 
dashed about and thrown downward 
hy the tumult, but. instead, he was 
amazed to see the eagle spread his 
wings, set himself, and use the force 
of the wind to carry him up and 
above it. He literally used the Ftnrni 
to rise higher. 

Would you postpone, or turn aside, 
an opportunity to gain freedom and 
dominion over the claims of mortal 
sense? Would you he tossed about in 
discouragement, fear, despair; or will 
you use the storm, as did the eagle, 
to carry you higher and higher into 
the atmosphere of peace and har- 
mony? We can he grateful for the 
trials Hint come, if we have the wis- 
dom to use them for this purpose. 
The more severe the trial is. the 
higher it can carry you. and the 
greater will he the overcoming. 

When the storms of human expe- 
rience approach, let us not try to 
plunge through them in an attempt 
to dispel them hy material knowledge 
or development, but use them to lift 
us higher Into the atmosphere of 
Spirit. If the fury of the tempest j 
forces us to abandon material meth- i 
ods and seek divine guidance, then 
we can he grateful for these oppor- 
tunities to rise higher. 

When one comprehends a truth in 
Christian Science, the opportunity to 
prove it often immediately follows; 
and this coincidence may lie misun- 
derstood, and not recognized as a 
blessing. The understanding of Truth 
carries with it the responsibility for 
proving It. and the ability to make it 
our own: and this means progress. 
Behind each command of Truth is 
divine authority, and carries with it 
an attending blessing, when obeyed. 
Christian Science is a demonstrable 
religion, and unless one is willing to 
prove it. he will have little part in its 
practicability. 

There often arises the argument 
Hint one Is handicapped by past mis- 
takes, environment, or training. 
What von think now is all that 
counts. What you know of Truth, 
ami prove now, is the only important 
>r necessary consideration The his- 


tory of error is as false today as it 
will be tomorrow, or was yesterday, 
and cannot touch the real man. who 
lives in eternity. 

When you find something helpful 
in the Bible, or Mrs. Eddy's writings, 
or in the periodicals, or in a lecture, 
do you say, "Why. that was just 
written for me that just exactly fits 
my case,'' and make yourself be- 
lieve that this is enough? To have 
found the remedy is only the first 
step. To apply it. use it. means to 
receive the benefits and blessings 
promised therein. You must make it 
your own. 

When Jesus had concluded the 
parable of “The Good Samaritan' lit- 
had answered the lawyer’s question 
regarding his neighbor satisfactorily . 
even the lawyer must have recog- 
nized it as such. But Jesus added an 
individual responsibility to this rec- 
ognition of truth. He reminded him 
to go and do likewise. But what of 
the first question the lawyer asked, 
the one which is in the thoughts of 
practically everyone today, as then: 
"What shall I do to inherit eternal 
life?" Jesus gave him his answer In 
the first two commandments: "Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy strength: and with all 
thy mind: and thy neighbour as thy- 
self:" but to this also he added an- 
other responsibility in order to really 
find the answer to his question 
‘This do. and thou shalt live." 

He who has read these two com- 
mandments and passed them by as 
impractical or too idealistic will’ find 
the very windows of heaven open 
to him if he takes them into his daily 
liio and lets them solve his problems 


for him. The effort to understand, 
the struggle to prove, and the courage 
to maintain are so Utile to give when 
the reward is so rich and the bles- 
sings so great that await the desire 
and willingness to obey them "This 
do. and thou shalt live."

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Supreme Court Decides 
In City’s Favor In Oak 
Hill Gravel Pit Case 


But Trucks May Still Take 
Gravel From Pit 


Another victory was won this week 
by the City of Newton In long-drawn- 
out litigation with George S. Wilbur 
over the operation of the large sand 
and gravel plant at Oak Hill, known 
ns the Highland Sand & Gravel Com- 
pany. The plant, off Dedham st. near 
the West Roxbury line, had resulted 
in the excavation of many acres of 
land In that section and the creation 
over a long period of years of much 
heavy trucking which Oak Hill resi- 
dents asserted was a nuisance. Three 
years ago the Board of Aldermen re- 
fused to grant another renewal for 
the operation of the plant, which is 
In a residential zone. Wilbur ob- 
tained an injunction, a master was 
appointed by the Superior Court, and 
the matter has since dragged until 
the Supreme Court returned a deci- 
sion upholding the finding made by 
the master in favor of the city. 

The city also had to go through a 
similar fight with Wilbur over a traf- 
fic ordinance passed by the Aldermen 
which restricted heavy trucking on 
Dedham st. City Solicitor Bartlett 
stated that although the buildings 
and machinery at the locus may not 
bo used, a huge amount of gravel 
which has been screened at the plant 
pending the decision of the Supreme- 
Court, may be removed, so heavy 
trucks will continue over Oak Hill 
streets for some time.

The charge against Carreno 
is illegal practise of medicine, and 
resulted from a number of complaints 
made by Boston and Newton physi- 
cians. The physicians complained to 
the State Board of Registration in 
Medicine, and Dr. Stephen Rush- 
more, chairman of the Board and a 
Newton resident, turned the com- 
plaints over to the State police, who 
for a long period have been trying 
to get evidence against Carreno. It 
is alleged that Carreno specialized 
in treatments for obesity and ar- 
thritis, and charged appreciable fees. 

Dr. Carreno has had a considera- 
ble practice during the several years 
he has been at West Newton. He 
holds a license as a masseur from the 
Newton Health Department and says 
he is a graduate of the University of 
Brazil. He denied ever having pre- 
scribed medicine. He was arraigned 
in the Middlesex Superior Court and 
the case was continued. Carreno was 
released on $2000 bail, which was 
provided by Donald Rust, formerly 
of 147 Highland ave. 


Protest-Taxes On 
Office Furniture 


Lawyers, insurance brokers, 
real estate agents and others who 
have been taxed this year for the 
first time on office furniture, have 
registered protests to the Board 
of Assessors, some of the protest- 
ants claiming their furniture has 
been taxed too high. The tax on 
office furniture of those in this 
profession and business is levied 
for the purpose of relieving to 
some degree, the burden borne by 
real estate owners.

C. Raymond Cabot of Bullough 
Park, Newtonville, will he a candidate 
for member of the School Committee 
from Ward 2.

With City Clerk

The outstanding feature of the meet- 
ing of the Newton Board of Aldermen 
on Monday night was a public hear- 
ing on th»- petition of Peter PJcknel- 
l.v. doing business as Peter Pan Bus 
Lines, for a license to operate motor 
vehicles for the carriage of passen- 
gers in and from Newton on the 
Worcester turnpike between the Brook- 
line and Wellesley lines 

Mr. Picknelly, the petitioner, ex- 
plained that for several years he 
lias operated the bus lines between 
Springfield and Boston via Stafford 
Springs. Connecticut, under an Inter- 
state license. In 1937 he started an- 
other bus route between Springfield 
'•nd Wales. Massachtiset tg. it is his 
purpose to extend this latter line to 
Boston through Monson. Wales and 
Sturbrldge. the whole way in this 
State. To do this he would have to 
obtain licenses from all towns and 
cities along the route, which will be 
8 miles shorter each way than the 
present route. The new arrangement 
would not interfere, he said, with any 
other bus line, as he does not pro- 
pose to pick up passengers in Newton, 
but will run express from Boston, 
and the line will not go to Worcester. 
Mr. Picknelly said that 85 per cent 
of the towns enroute have granted 
him licenses. 

Edmund Oppenheimer, State Sena- 
tor from Springfield also favored the 
granting of the license. He said that 
at present there is a lack of proper 
bus facilities between Springfield and 
Boston, and the proposed new route 
will be of ereat convenience to resi- 
dent s of Hampden. Wales and Mon- 
son. as these people now have to 
travel westerly to Springfield -o get 
Boston buses 

Myron E. Pierce of Welleslej ap- 
pearing as counsel for the Boston £ 
Worcester bus company i which he 
designated as the Boston. Worcester 
& New York Street Railway) protested 
against the granting of the license. He 
said it would mean competition for 
the Boston & Worcester bus line, 
which he alleged has given excellent 
service for 36 years. He argued that 
it has been the policy of th* Stare 
not to grant bus permits which will 
cause competition to well established 
companies, because if such competi- 
tion Is allowed there will not be as 
good service Pierce contended that 
The Peter Pan line would compete 
with the Boston & Worcester Com- 
panv beyond Worcester, because the 
B. \ W. carries passengers to Wor- 
cester and then they take the "Short 
Une" i a differently owned company) 
from Worcester to Springfield. Pierce 
said that granting a license to Pick- 
nelly "Would not be in our interest, 
therefore, it would not be in your in- 
terest." Pierce argued that Pioknel- 
lv i despite the latter’s statement that 
he does not intend to pick up passen- 
gers in Newton » would make stops in 


this city by retaining his interstate 
license. Picknelly had stated that he 
is willing to have the Newton license 
so granted that it will prohibit him 
making stops in this city, and he 
also said he Is considering giving up 
his interstate license. 

Attorney Pierce in referring to Mr 
Picknelly’s statement that he has ob- 
tained licenses in towns along 85 per 
cent of the proposed route, said that 
the Boston & Worcester had not been 
notified of hearings in these places. 

I John P. Carr, counsel for the Mid- 
dlesex & Boston Street Railway, which 
has the sole right to operate bus 

I routes In Newton, said his client ob- 
jected to any license which would 
permit the Peter Pan Line to pick 
up passengers in Newton, and sug- 
gested that the license be so worded. 

Alderman Temperley. who for years 
has been attempting to force the 
M & B. to extend transfer privileges, 
made reference to this matter. The 
petition was referred to the Licenses 
Committee.

Short Biography 
Of Jas. A. Waters 
Out for Mayor 

Janies A. Waters, candidate for the 
office of Mayor, in the election to he 
held on November 7. is one of seven 
sons horn to Anno and Patrick Waters, 
who were horn in Ireland and set- 
tled in Newton Centro in 1870, where 
they resided continuously until their 
deaths recently at 84 Clinton place. 

James A. Waters was horn in New- 
ton Centre. December 3, 1885. and 
lias been a resident of Newton since 
that date. Ho was educated in New- 
ton Schools and Northeastern Law 
School. After four years of study 
evenings at the Law School he re- 
ceived ills degree of Bachelor of Laws, 
cum lnude. in June 1911. Meanwhile, 
on August 23. 1910. he had been ad- 
mitted to the Massachusetts Bar, and 
Immediately entered upon the practice 
of his profession. He was admitted 
to practice in the United States Court 
on September 21, 1915. 

He was a candidate for the Massa- 
chusetts House of Representatives in 
1912 and 1913. 

In 1914, in* was appointed by Mayor 
Edwin O. Childs ns a member of the 
Board of Registrars, and served con- 
tinuously on the Board until July 7. 
1930. when lie resigned to devote more 
time to his profession. He was Chair- 
man of the Board from 1924 until he re- 
tired, having been appointed by Mayor 
Childs and re-appointed bv Mavor Sin- 
clair Weeks. 

Because n state law prohibits a 
member of t he Board of Registrars 
from becoming a candidate. Mr. Waters 
has not run for election to any office 
since he first was appointed to the 
Board. Ho lias maintained a keen 
interest in politics, however, and has 
been active In almost every campaign 
since he first became a voter. 

During ids many years on the Board 
of Registrars he became well known 
throughout the city and was and still 
is a familiar figure at City Hall. He 
lias made the most of the opportun- 
ity which was his to familiarize him- 
self with tile work of the various 
departments and to keep informed on 
municipal affairs. 

Mr. Waters speaks his mind frank- 
ly and openly on all public matters 
which arouse Ids interest. In the 
spring of 1037. lie called the atten- 
tion of the citizens of Newton to the 
fact that tile per capita cost of con- 
ducting their schools was the highest 
of any city in the State. He severe- 
ly criticized the School Department 
at that time and believes that the 
present tendency towards economy in 
the schools is the direct result of his 
activities. 

Prior to that, lie had led a move- 
ment to remove from the School Com- 
mittee a member whom he accused of 
belonging to certain communistic or- 
ganizations. 

Mr. Waters enlisted in the U. S. 
Army in May of 1917, and was sent 
to the First Officers Training Camp 
at Plattsburgh. N. Y.. where he was 
commissioned a Second Lieutenant of 
Infantry. Ho was later successively 
promoted to the ranks of First Lieuten- 
ant and Captain. He was a battalion 
stnff officer and served as Judge Ad- 
vocate and as a member of many 
Court Martials until he was given 
command of Co. H.. 74th Infantry. 12th 
Division, in August of 1918. He was 
retired from tile service on Decem- 
ber 20, of that year. 

Mr. Waters is a member of many 
military, fraternal and social organ- 
izations. hut lie declines to refer to 
them in this political campaign. He 
says that "it is poor politics and 
poorer taste for a candidate to at- 
tempt to capitalize his membership in 
any organization for the purpose of 
obtaining votes.” 

During t lie campaign about to open. 
Mr. Waters will endeavor to point 
out the causes for high taxes on real 
estate and will suggest a remedy. 
Tliis is his principal campaign issue 

Mr. Waters married on October 14. 
1925. Rose Mary Burgess, daughter 
of Mary and Patrick Henry Burgess, 
late of Franklin. They reside at 3 
Aberdeen st.. Newton Highlands, and 
have one son. James Patrick Waters, 
aged 12.

The other day as I stood talking 
with Patrolman Walter Jenkins on 
Watertown st.. he shouted a* warn- 
ing to a small boy on the other side of 
the street. I asked what the young- 
ster was doing, and was informed that 
he had blown peas from a pea shoot- 
er at drivers of pnssing automobiles. 
Tiie following day I observed another 
youngster on California st. indulging 
in the same dangerous pastime, and 
since then I have observed a number 
of small boys on Newton streets bran- 
dishing pea shooters. The sule of this 
"toy." primarily designed for small 
boys to use in tormenting grown-ups 
or other children, has been forbidden 
in many cities and towns. Similar 
action should he taken by the police 
of Newton. 


For the past three weeks, work- 
men have been engaged grading ami 
landscaping the grounds at the new 
Lincoln-Eliot school on Pearl st.. New- 
ton. This work should have been 
started three or four weeks sooner. 
Hud it been, the grass would he well 
started on the lawns at the school 
before the building will he occupied 
for school purposes on Nov. 6. and 
before the killing frosts come. 


There is much conjecture as to tiie 
failure of the French and English to 
commence a widespread, violent ni- 
tack against the Germans on tiie West- 
ern Front, or vice versa. It seems 
that the Allies are afraid and the 
Nazis dasn't. As Senator Borali 
commented, it is a very queer war. 
The civilized world, on the whole, 
would be satisfied if tin* war continues 
to fail to become hellishly violent, 
with the resultant slaughter of non- 
combatants in addition to the sol- 
diers at the front. It is commonly sup- 
posed that the strength of the Maginot 
Line is deterring tiie Germans, and 
the strength of the Siegfried Lino is 
causing the French and English from 
attempting advances on a large scale 

It is not improbable, however, that 
the Nazis are waiting until they 
bring their armies from Poland, and 
that they will then start a terrific 
drive, after they have strafed the 
Allied forces with their thousands of 
airplanes. It remains to be seen if 
Germany's alleged great numerical 
advantage in airplanes will be a vi- 
tal factor in blasting the Maginot 
Line, and in overcoming the superiori- 
ty of the British navy. 

When Frank Goodwin resumed the 
office of Registrar of Motor Vr'.icles 
several years ago. one of b!i first 
announcements was — that h would 
forbid the use of 32 candlepower 
bulbs on automobile headlights, and 
order the use of 21 candlepower bulbs, 
which had been used until shortly be- 
fore that time. He claimed that the 
more powerful bulbs caused danger- 
ous glare on highways at night, par- 
ticularly when the headlights were 
out of focus, as they commonly are 
on a large percentage of cars. Hun- 
dreds, of thousands of autoists agreed 
with Mr. Goodwin, but he did not go 
through on his statement regarding 
the larger bulbs. Since then Mr. 
Goodwin lias engaged in considerable 
controversy regarding the use of the 
drop-beam on headlights, and many 
motorists who drive at night differ 
with tiie Registrar in this matter. 

Now. a new type of headlight is 
standard equipment on many 1940 
automobiles anil instead of 32 candle- 
power bulbs, the new headlights will 
contain 50 candlepower bulbs. This 
means that the glare from headlights 
at night may he much worse than at 
present, and more accidents will re- 
sult. Organized action should be 
taken by citizens throughout Massa- 
chusetts to stop the use of these un- 
necessarily large bulbs, lessen the 
glare nuisance cm our highways, and 
prevent an increase in accidents, es- 
pecially the killing of pedestrians. 

An old resident of Newton Cor- 
ner who held a commission in the Na- 
tional Guard for years, and later in 
the U. S. Army, asked us tiie other 
day, — “Ed. how can we keep out of 
this war?” Our answer was not cour- 
teous. because wo have little patience 
with tills question which so many are 
asking. Our reply was— "Don’t ask 
such a foolish question. We can keep 
out of this war by minding our own 
business.” This was what Holland. 
Switzerland and the Scandinavian 
countries did during the World War 
in 1914-1918, und these countries were 
nearer to tiie scenes of that terrible 
strife, and much more adversely af- 
fected than was this country before 
n became a participant in that "War 
to End Wars,” and to "Make the 
World Safe for Democracy.” 

History repeats itself — in Newton as 
elsewhere. During the* many times In 
the paat when Edwin O. Childs lias 
been a candidate for reflection to 
the office of Mayor <»f this city, per- 
sons who hud severely criticised him 
politically, climbed onto ids hand- 
wagon shortly before election time 
Tim same tiling is happening again. 

smithing for the Fire Department, 
amounting to $150, which hud not 
lmen paid.

City Councilor Elder on Monday 
night presented an order to tiie Wal- 
tham City Council asking that the 
Woerd st. dump in that city he con- 
verted into a park area. Mr. Elder 
stated that the dump has been a 
nuisance for some years not only to 
the section of Waltham where it is lo- 
cated. but also to considerable areas 
in West Newton and Auburndale. 
Fires have frequently occurred at the 
dump and have sometimes lasted for 
days. Foul-smelling smoke from these 
fires lias blown over those parts of 
West Newton and Auburndale within 
a radius of more than a half mile 
from the dump, which is located at 
the Walthnm-Newton line. It is not a 
neighborly act for a town or city to 
locate n dump at the border of an- 
other community, so Mr. Elder’s ac- 
tion will lie appreciated by many 
persons in this city who have been 
bothered by smoke and rata from the 
Woerd ave. dump. 


Inasmuch as twenty-one Aldermen 
and seven School Committee members 
must be elected at tiie coming 
election on November 7, there will be 
many candidates for these offices 
which compose the full membership 
of the Board. It is of vital impor- 
tance therefore, that citizens and tax- 
payers of Newton who naturally 
I should desire this city to be as well 
| governed in the future as it has been 
in tiie past, and who want our zon- 
ing ordinance safeguarded against in- 
creasing attempts to weaken It, shall 
carefully consider the qualifications 
of all candidates for Mayor, the 
Board of Aldermen and the School 
Committee. Each candidate should 
stand on his own two feet, and should 
not seek votes by trying to be a tail 
to somebody else’s kite, by attempting 
to capitalize on someone else’s pop- 
ularity. 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night a public 
hearing was held on the petition of 
Peter Picknelly, owner of the Peter 
Pan Bus Lines who asked for a li- 
cense to operate through Newton on 
the Worcester turnpike. We don't 
know why Mr. Picknelly adopted such 
a title for Ills bus line, but he made 
a quite effective, business like presen- 
tation of his case to the Aldermen. 
He lias operated a bus line from 
Springfield to Boston for 7 years via 
Stafford Springs, Connecticut on an in- 
terstate license. He desires to oper- 
ate this line via Wales and Sturbridge, 
with the entire route in Massachu- 
setts, and therefore he must, obtain 
licenses from all towns or cities 
through which his line will pass. He 
lias obtained such licenses from towns 
which contain 85 per cent of the 
route. 

Opposing the petition was the Mid- 
dlesex & Boston Street Railway, 
which lias tiie exclusive privilege to 
operate busses in Newton. This ob- 
jection was limited. It confined it- 
self to opposing any privilege being 
given to Mr. Picknelly to pick up pas- 
sengers in this city, and tiie peti- 
tioner stated he does not desire such 
a privilege. Also opposing the peti- 
tion was the Boston. Worcester & 
Nexv York Street Railway, which 
ceased to be a railway some years 
ago. And any attorney for this com- 
pany would have a difficult time In 
convincing a large percentage of Mas- 
sachusetts citizens that it was un- 
selfish in its dealings with the tax- 
payers of tills State, when fresh in 
our memories is the knowledge of the 
nearly successful attempt of the B. 
& W. to obtain from Massachusetts 
taxpayers a huge sum for alleged 
damages caused by the construction 
of tiio modern Worcester turnpike 
several years ago; an attempt frus- 
trated by the ability of Assistant At- 
torney General Edward O. Proctor of 
tills city, and the decision of the 
Supreme Court of Massachusetts. 

Moreover, the Boston & Worcester 
within the past few years endeavored 
to obtain a bus license in Waltham, 
which would have permitted it to 
compote with the Middlesex & Bos- 
ton company on local traffic between 
Waltham and Boston. It makes u 
difference whose ox is gored. 

Physical Exams of 
Pupils Curtailed 

During the coming school years phys- 
ical examinations will not be given 
to children in all elementary grades 
in Newton public schools, us has been 
the practice In recent years. Tin* rea- 
son given by the Health Department 
for the change Is— thut the Item in 
the budget for this work was reduced 
from $250(1 to $2150. Examinations 
will he given to pupils in the kinder- 
garten, third, fifth, seventh and ninth 
grades. Also to new pupils and hoys 
on athletic teams at the high school. 
The Starr of school physloluns lias 
been reduced from 11 to 10. The va- 
cancy caused by the resignation of Dr. 
Joseph Ferrone will not be filled.

Mayor Kane Talks 
At Newton Kiwanis 

Mayor Kane of Woburn was the 
speaker ut the meeting of the New- 
ton Kiwanis Club on Tuesday at the 
Charles River Country Club. He told 
of having ended two rackets which 
had been costing that city $75,000 an- 
nually. These rackets included the 
hiring of old trucks, and old horses. 
He found all city departments over- 
manned with relatives of politicians 
holding jobs as janitors and matrons. 
Kane said he could not see the jus- 
tice of 74% of the city’s income be- 
ing paid to three departments — school, 
police and fire, and lie made salary 
cuts a year ago of 19% to save the 
city from bankruptcy, a condition 
that might lend to property owners 
losing their homes. 

In one year Mayor Kane reduced the 
number of welfare cases from 21S. 
costing $136,000, to 79, costing $92,- 
0(i<». The salary of the Mayor of Wo- 
burn is $1500, and that of the City 
Solicitor $1000, while janitors in that 
city receive $2200 and police and 
firemen from $2200 to $2500. He said 
that his efforts to cause the city to 
live within its income have resulted 
in much publicity, and that at a re- 
cent plebiscite the voters were with 
his policies by a ratio of 8 to 1. Mayor 
Kane Impressed the Kiwanians as 
courageous and straightforward, ami 
as a man who dares to put into prac- 
tice the principles on which Democ- 
racy was founded.

The Golden Text Is: "There Is 
that maketh himself rich, yet hath 
nothing: there Is that maketh him- 
self poor, yet hath great riches" 
(Proverbs 13:7). 

Among the citations which com- 
prise the Lesson-Sermon is the fol- 
lowing from the Piblo: "But now thus 
saith the Lord that created thee, O 
Jacob, and he that formed thee, O 
Israel, Fear not: for I have redeemed 
thee, I have called thee by thy name; 
thou art mine. When thou passest 
through the waters, 1 will he with 
thee: and through the rlverH, they 
shall not overflow thee: when thou 
walkest through the fire, thou shalt 
not be burned; neither shall the 
flame kindle upon thee" (Isaiah 
43:1, 2). 

The Lesson-Sermon also includes 
the following passage from the Chris- 
tian Science textbook, "Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures” 
by Mary Baker Eddy: "Who that has 
felt the loss of human peace has not 
gained stronger desires for spiritual 
Joy? The aspiration after heavenly 
good comes even before we discover 
what belongs to wiHdom and Love. 
The loss of earthly hopes und pleas- 
ures brightens tin* ascending puth of 
muiiy a heart. The pains of bouso 
quickly inform uh that the pleasures 
of sense are mortal and t hut joy is 
spiritual" (p. 265).

Arrest Man For 
Waban Burglary 

John Plcclrim, 13, of 28 Faxon at.. 
Nonnntum, was arrested last Thurs- 
day afternoon by Captain Good© and 
Lieutenant Crowley or tho Newton po- 
lice, on charges of burglarizing a 
house at Waban. He was arraigned 
in the Newton court last Friday on 
charges of breaking and entering at 
the homo of Dr. Benjamin H. Cod- 
man. 1743 Beacon st., Waban, and 
also receiving stolen property. The 
burglary at the Codtnnn house oc- 
curred on May 20 and jewelry valued 
at $300 was stolen. Piecirilli had 
disposed of several pieces of the jew- 
elry at a second-hand store on Cam- 
bridge st.. Boston, and the proprietor 
of t ha t store, becoming suspicious, no- 
tified Boston police. When the Bos- 
ton police approached, it is alleged 
that Piecirilli dropped a watch and 
other jewelry into a box at the store. 
His action was observed by the store 
owner and the Jewelry turned over to 
the police. 

The Newton police investigated the 
case, and it was found that t ho move- 
ment of the watch allegedly dropped 
by Piecirilli at the Boston store was 
that of one stolon at Dr. Codman's 
home, but it luid been placed in a 
different case. Piecirilli denied that 
he had entered the Codman house 
and claimed that he had obtained the 
loot from some stranger whom he 
met on Adams st., Nonnntum.
